It is lighted and 
ventilated through large windows and a skylight which covers its central ceiling. The ladies’ parlor and the 
smoking-room are on the promenade deck. For promenading, games and lounging, this deck affords ample space, 
and passengers can enjoy its freedom even in rainy and disagreeable weather, as it is entirely covered by a wooden 
awning deck. There are a number of bath and toilet rooms on the upper and main decks. These steamers are 
provided with bilge keels, which, in addition to their large carrying capacity, makes them unusually steady, even 
in the heaviest weather. This feature makes them especially popular with those who are inclined to suffer from 
seasickness. The service and meals receive every attention and are of the most satisfactory quality. They sail 
direct to Hamburg, calling at Boulogne-sur-Mer (for passengers from Paris) on the westward voyage.
